The claimed invention recites a styrene polymer having the constitutional units of general 
formula II wherein the group contains an X linking group which is defined in claim 16 and gives 
a vinylbenzamide or an aniline derived polymer.

None of the references of record disclose or render obvious the claimed positive 
photosensitive resin composition, a negative resin composition or patterning method comprising 
said styrene polymer and a photosensitizer as claimed above. 

Accordingly, claims 16-29 are seen as allowable and passed to issue.
